MenFight,they are wellcome,l:tthem go into 
the Field and try ; ve always find-they wil 
Fight if they get ag Advantage, and thov' 
their Troops are indeed worſe than ours, 
yet they make vp by Policy, and gvod Off- 
cers and Management,thole D-ficiencies /o 
well, that we find great D;tficulties with 
them, even after they have been ſo often 
worſted, and cis even for this Reaſon, viz. 
That we ſhould imitate them, that | am (6
